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Tree lighting event weathers change

A holiday tradition will endure 
as members of all different faiths 
in town came out to hold a tree 
lighting ceremony on the Veterans 
Green last Sunday night.

Association. 

The various church leaders have 
been organizing the event for the 
past eight years. The person be- 
hind the lighting most recently was 
Pastor Earl Eisenbach, who retired 
from Agawam Congregational 
Church last year. Following his 


retirement, there was no question 
the faith leaders in town wanted to 
continue the tradition. So did Co- 
hen. 

“The holidays are supposed to 
be a very happy time no matter 
what faith you have or what you 
celebrate,’ Cohen. “I love the holi- 
days and I am really happy to be 
here to keep this tradition going.” 


Cohen authorizes the Veterans 
Council to decorate the gazebo on 
the Veterans Green. The faith lead- 
ers then choose a Sunday in De- 
cember, hold a brief ceremony, and 
light the tree and sing a couple of 
Christmas carols. 

This year, two of the churches 
helped provide refreshments for 
the people who attended the cer- 


emony. The rainy weather was not 
ideal for the tree lightings, but Co- 
hen was happy to see people make 
it out. 

“We had a pretty good crowd,” 
said Cohen. 

Pastor Bill Pass of the Church 
of Redemption is the new presi- 
dent of the Clergy Association.

Help for the holidays 


Students open 
their hearts — 
and piggy banks

ver the past month, stu-

School have brightened the 
lives of others, eased the burdens 
of those in need, and proved that 
the real magic of the Christmas 
season is generosity. 

Between Nov. 10 and Dec. 12, 
the school’s more than 400 kin- 
dergarten through grade 4 students 
participated in a “Month of Giv- 
ing.” They spread holiday joy by 
collecting for different local chari- 
table organizations and sending 
greetings to military members. 

During their first week of giv- 
ing, students collected nearly 320 
pounds of instant mashed potatoes 
and cans and jars of gravy distrib- 
uted to seniors and needy residents 
in holiday baskets prepared by the 
Agawam Junior Women’s Club. 

In week two, students used 
their writing skills to bring some 
holiday cheer to military men and 
women stationed overseas, pen- 
ning 406 letters to troops. 

During the third week, students 
filled four large boxes with ani- 
mal-friendly items such as cat lit- 
ter, cat and dog toys, and food — 
including a 55-pound bag of dog 
food — for the new Southwick 
Animal Shelter. 

In the final week, students do- 
nated 96 new, unwrapped toys for 
the U.S. Marine Corps Reserve’s 
Toys for Tots. Many will wind up 
under Christmas trees at homes of 
needy children in the community. 

Noelle Colbert, the school’s 
principal, said students “truly un- 
derstand what it means to give 
back” to those who are less fortu- 
nate. “This is especially important 
for me since it’s my first year as 
principal,” she added. 

Students were so enthusiastic 
— especially during the toy drive 
— that many of them arrived early 
just to put their donations on the 
“giving” tables. 

“They really wanted to help. It’s 
simply wonderful to see the type 
of students we have at Phelps — 
and how truly giving and empa-

Women’s club delivers food, clothes baskets

arly last Saturday morning, a convoy of cars 
carrying food and clothing left a Main Street 


warehouse and fanned out through Agawam and 
Feeding Hills to make some special deliveries just in 


time for Christmas. 


The caravan was organized by the Agawam Junior 
Women’s Club, whose members distributed “holiday 
baskets” to seniors and families in need. The club has 
been supplying the ingredients for a happy holiday for 


more than 30 years. 


During the past three decades, nearly 1,300 fami- 
lies, more than 500 seniors, and almost 3,200 children 
have been served by the program. This holiday season, 
AJWC assisted 43 families, 12 seniors and 101 children 
with food to make a holiday meal, gifts of children’s 
clothing and a grocery store gift card. 

Originally known as “The Clearing House Project,” it 
began as a coordinated effort between AJWC and local 


churches to help needy residents.

Through more than 30 years on 
and off the truck, Agawam Fire Lt.

Lancour said goodbye to his 
fellow firefighters and the job he 
had for more than three decades 
when he retired from the fire de- 
partment last Saturday. 

“Tt is always a difficult time 
when you lose that much experi- 
ence on the front lines,” said Fire 
Chief Alan Sirois. 

Last Thursday night, several of 
his fellow firefighters gathered to 
honor Lancour with a retirement 
party. Lancour said he will miss 
the comradery with the other fire- 
fighters the most. 

“T love working with these guys 
and I will really miss being around 
them every day,” said Lancour. “T 
still plan on golfing with many of 
them.” 

Lancour said he started with the 
fire department not long after fin- 
ishing up with the U.S. Navy. He 
came home to Agawam, where he 
was a 1977 graduate of Agawam 
High School. He applied for the 
fire department and went to train- 
ing. He was appointed to the fire 
department in and has worked 
there ever since. 

During the first part of his ten- 
ure, Lancour decided to help out 
on the ambulance side and became 
a fully trained EMT. He achieved 
EMT Intermediate and split time 
riding in the fire truck and the am- 
bulance.

Christmas tree collection is Jan. 5-8 


The Agawam Department of Public 
Works has announced that Republic Servic- 
es will again provide a courtesy collection 
of Christmas trees on the same day as resi- 
dents’ scheduled trash collection the week 
of Jan. 5-8. 

Christmas trees 7 feet or larger must be 
cut in half and placed on the tree belt no ear- 
lier than 7 a.m. of the collection day. Trees 
in plastic bags will not be collected. 

It is not the responsibility of the hauler to 


dig out trees buried in the snow due to plow- 
ing or excessive snowfall. The regular trash 
truck will not be collecting trees; a separate 
truck will be running the collection on the 
same date. 

For residents wishing to dispose of their 
tree prior to or after the scheduled collection 
day, yard waste passes for Bondi’s Island 
Landfill are available at the DPW, at 1000 
Suffield St., Monday through Friday from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

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Panel wants used car dealers 
inspected next year

The Agawam City Council’s Administra- 
tive Subcommittee will be asking the town’s 
Inspection Services Department to do com- 
plete site plan checks when going through 
the license renewal process for used car 
dealerships. 

Administrative Subcommittee Chairman 
Robert Rossi told his fellow city councilors 
on Monday night that his committee rec- 
ommended approving the remainder of the 
Class 2 dealership licenses for 2015, but that 
they would require a report from Inspection 
Services next year stating the dealership 
properties were complying with their indi- 
vidual site plans. 

“Every individual car dealership in our 
town has to go through the Planning Board 
and Zoning Board of Appeals to get site plan 
approval for their car lots when they first ap- 
ply for a license,” said Rossi. 

Depending on where the dealerships are 
located, they have requirements to meet, 
such as buffer zones, lighting, or limits on 
the number of cars on the lot. 

“This is not something we do every year,” 
said Rossi. “But the Inspection Services De- 
partment is supposed to keep an eye on all 
these dealerships when they submit for a li- 
cense renewal.” 

Asking for the site plan check during the 
renewal process makes it convenient for In- 
spection Services to get the job done while 
going through the typical license renewal 
process. 

Erik Wight, the head of inspection servic- 
es for the town of Agawam, says he will be 
looking to see that the dealerships are con- 
forming to the conditions of their site plan 
approvals when the dealerships are inspect- 


ed near the end of 2015. 

Wight says inspections are normally con- 
ducted around the time of license renewal 
and whenever a complaint is filed against 
a dealership. However, full site plan checks 
are not done every year. Site plans are ex- 
pected to be provided to Inspection Services 
for the 2016 renewals. 

Rossi says he is getting the word out now 
to dealerships in case there are minor is- 
sues that need to be addressed. The advance 
notice gives the dealerships enough time to 
make repairs or modifications so they are in 
full compliance with their site plans. 

He also said the council is not targeting 
any specific dealerships and there have not 
been any major issues with dealerships com- 
plying with their site plans. 

“We have not received any specific com- 
plaints about any dealerships,” said Rossi. 
“We are just trying to ‘get our house in 
order. We have not done the full site plan 
checks since I started doing licenses 10 
years ago on the council.” 

Rossi says his subcommittee, which in- 
cluded councilors Donald Rheault and An- 
thony Suffriti at Monday night’s meeting, 
was in agreement about requiring the site 
plan check. 

Rossi says he is hoping the request will 
not cause problems with any of the dealer- 
ships. 

“For the most part, our dealerships con- 
form to the town code,” said Rossi. “Com- 
pliance to the site plans that were approved 
to get license renewal is already in the town 
code.” 

Class 2 car dealerships are business where 
used cars are sold. Depending on the size of 
properties, the permit stipulates how many 
cars can be on the lot at a time.

Christmas 


ore than two thousand years ago, 
M: child was born who grew up to 
change the world with a radically 
simple theology: God loves us all, we should 
all love God, we should all love each other as 
God loves us. Above all else, remember that. 

As a society, in the past two millennia 
we’ve come to recognize the birth of Je- 
sus Christ as something worth celebrating, 
a beacon of light in the dark of winter, and 
even those who don’t participate in many of 
the dogmas and rituals that have grown out 
of Jesus Christ’s simple teachings — and 
even those who profess no faith in Jesus at all 
— join in the giving of gifts, singing of songs 
and spirit of charity at Christmastime. We’ve 
come to believe that Christmas represents 
the best in all of us, the joy of childhood, the 
hope of faith. We’ve come to love Christmas. 

And we don’t like to see Christmas at- 
tacked. 

Agawam lit a Christmas tree last week- 
end but earlier this month, before city lead- 
ers bowed to public outcry, Holyoke put up 
a “holiday tree.” Agawam has the right ap- 
proach: the tree lighting is led by local clergy, 
rather than Town Hall, which allows the cer- 
emony to focus more on the religious aspect. 
Either way, however, it deserves to be called 
a Christmas tree — it’s a symbol unique in 
modern times to Christianity (which bor- 
rowed it from ancient pagan displays), like 
the menorah is to Hanukkah. 

Political correctness goes too far when 
it tries to eliminate every vestige of Jesus 
Christ from a holiday that exists primarily to 
celebrate him. But the so-called defenders of 
Christmas can take it to an extreme, too. All 
across the United States, every year we hear 
about corporations banning employees from 
saying “merry Christmas” and schools re- 
moving religious Christian songs from their 
winter choir performances. Then the predict- 
able backlash: Indignant parents demanding 
that school calendars acknowledge “Christ- 
mas break.” Radio-show warriors waving 
a bloody shirt for the “War on Christmas.” 
These are the Christians? 

God loves us all. We should all love God. 
We should all love each other as God loves 
us. 

Our nation of immigrants embraces every 
faith community of the world, and a sub- 
stantial number of people who choose not 
to believe in any religion. It’s impossible to 
tell who’s Christian and who isn’t simply by 
sight. Even if your town is 90 percent Chris- 
tian, one-tenth of several thousand is several 
hundred — and that’s a lot of customers, stu- 
dents and taxpayers to be disrespecting by 
blithely assuming they belong to the major- 
ity faith.

Jesus Christ wasn’t 
born to inspire petty hatred and sow divi- 
sion among people who are simply trying to 
hold a community event, sing a song, offer 
a salutation. Anyone who truly believes in 
a merry Christmas should start with charity 
and love — loving all our neighbors, even 
those whose religious beliefs don’t mirror 
our own, as God loves us. 

So for those of you who prefer, happy 
holidays. 

For the rest — merry Christmas. We mean 
it.

MEMA rolls out emergency alert app 


Two years ago, the Massachusetts Emer- 
gency Management Agency launched a free 
alerting app called Ping4Alerts. Since then, 
the app has helped keep residents of the 
commonwealth alerted to severe weather 
(tornadoes, hurricanes, tropical storms, and 
severe thunderstorms), hazardous material 
incidents, evacuation orders, shelter-in-place 
orders, Amber Alerts, unsafe drinking water 
supplies, and other types of incidents and 
disasters. 

On Sept. 1, MEMA officially launched 
the next generation of its free alerting app, 
called MassachusettsAlerts. Massachusetts 
Alerts, which still utilizes Ping4Alerts’ plat- 
form and technology, is customized for Mas- 
sachusetts and will allow MEMA and other 
public safety agencies to provide emergency 
notifications. In addition to providing alerts 
and critical information about ongoing in- 
cidents and disasters, Massachusetts Alerts

“When the churches returned to having their own individ- 
ual parish programs, AJWC renamed it “Holiday Baskets,’ 
and took over the project,” said Theresa Conklin, who has 
been involved with it for the past 15 years. 

While AJWC delivers the holiday joy, community involve- 
ment is a cornerstone of the program’s success. Schoolchil- 
dren, from preschool to middle school, play an important 
role by collecting food at their schools during November. 
The four elementary schools, the middle school, the Early 
Childhood Center, and Pam’s Place, a private preschool, all 
collect the fixings for a typical holiday meal. 

Instant mashed potatoes and jars of gravy were collected 
at Phelps Elementary School; stuffing mixes at Robinson 
Park; canned vegetables and cranberry sauce at Granger and 
Clark schools; desserts and bread mixes were gathered by 
preschoolers. Middle schoolers at Doering School brought 
in all of the above items plus “pantry staples” such as peanut 
butter, tuna fish and soups. 

Schools now serve as the primary collection, but for many 
years, residents also could donate food at various drop-off 
sites around town. The club eliminated those sites that when 
they became too “overwhelming” to handle. 

“We received an abundant amount of food, but not enough 
of the items we wanted for a typical holiday meal,” said 
Conklin. 

When the club pared down its holiday basket collections 
and began relying solely on schools, it also designated what 
food items each school should collect. “This change helped 
us become more efficient because all the food came to us 
pre-sorted,” she added. 

Conklin said the school collections “provide students and 
their families with the opportunity to give back to their less 
fortunate neighbors and share in the giving spirit of the holi- 
day season.” 

Conklin also sends letters to local supermarkets and town 
employees seeking monetary donations or grocery store 
gift cards. “Monetary donations are used primarily to buy 
gift cards for families so they can purchase nonperishable 
foods — such as turkeys or hams — to complete their holi- 
day meal,” she explained. “Geissler’s Supermarket was es- 
pecially generous this year, giving us a substantial discount 
on their gift cards.” 

In addition to the food collection, the club solicits spon- 
sors who purchase clothing for specific children. Sponsors 
range from club members to junior high school students to 
school central office staff to Girl Scout troops, and even citi- 
zens who sign up through posts on social media. 

Conklin recalled that one generous Agawam resident pur- 
chased Wal-Mart gift cards last year for each family to pur- 
chase presents. The Agawam Senior Center’s knitting club 
also helps out by creating hats, scarves, and mittens that are 
distributed to families. 

Every family receiving a holiday basket has been referred 
to the club and all receive follow-up phone calls to confirm 
they want assistance. The calls also provide information 
about children’s names, ages, sizes, and types of clothing 
they need the most.

“This information is given to sponsors along with an as- 
signed number to keep family identities private,’ said Conk- 
lin. 

Sponsors shop for gifts, wrap them, and drop them off at 
a Clinical Research Management Group, a local business 
owned by AJWC member Mary Cincotta and her husband 
Steve. The Cincottas have provided warehouse space on 
Main Street for the past eight years to store and sort dona- 
tions. 

Preparing for the annual holiday basket deliveries is “a 
real team effort” by the committee running the project, said 
Conklin. Her co-chair, Ginny Stempel, oversees the food 
collection in the schools while Conklin coordinates the do- 
nations, families, and sponsors. Other committee members 
include Mary Cincotta, who is in charge of the sorting pro- 
cess, and Linda Marino, who contacts each family referred 
to the AJWC. Conklin has served as committee chair or co- 
chair for the past 12 years. 

“Tt’s a very time-consuming effort, especially during such 
a busy time of the year,” she said. “But when you meet the 
people you’re helping as you deliver their gifts, it makes it 
all worthwhile.”

thetic they are,” said Colbert. 

Aidan Cauley, 7, said donating toys made 
him “happy” because he wants kids to have 
a better Christmas. “It’s the best time to do- 
nate toys to help kids,” said the first grader. 

Fourth grader Sonny Pioggia, 9, said he 
felt “joyful” by giving to those who don’t 
have as much. “It’s a time of giving. It made 
me feel happy to do something for them.” 

His fourth grade classmate, Rachel Co- 
hen, 9, said she liked being “helpful” by do- 
nating toys to children in need: “You have 
presents and they don’t.

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Litz game celebrates former player

night, the alumni of Agawam High 
School boys basketball team was 
out in full force for the Eighth An- 
nual Brian Litz Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund Alumni Game.

Agawam was mired in 
a 56-game losing streak in 1987 
when Litz was a senior. 

“He was on the varsity and went 
0-40 as a player,” said Lockwood. 
“After he graduated, we finally 
broke the streak and our team went 
12-8 that season. When we finally 
won a game, he was the first one 
on the court to come and congratu- 
late us.” 

Lockwood decided he wanted to 
do something to honor the memo- 
ry of Litz. 

Last Thursday, nearly 20 mem- 
bers of the Agawam alumni, in-

“They have kept the memory of my son 
alive,’ Ray Litz said. “We’re so thankful 
they are having this game.” 

The junior varsity coach, Eric Balslou, 
lead the varsity team while 9-year-old Nolan 
Chamberland lead the alumni team.
